Biddle Stands by 
His Guns in Ward 


Seizure Decision 


Washington. May 21. — (AP) — 


Attorney General Biddle told con- 
gress toda'y that if it believes 
President Roosevelt exceeded his 
authority in seizing Montgomery 
\Vard .t Company's Chicago prop- 
erties it should clarify the laws so 
the president "may be guided ac- 
cordingly." 


In a statement icad before a 


special house committee investi- 
gating the Ward seizuic Biddle ac- 
knowledged that there is room for 
disagreement on the legal aspects 
of the case. 
But he said he still 


believes Roosevelt luul authority 
to take over the plant, both under 
Uic War Labor Disputes Act and 
because such authority exists in 
war time even in the absence of 
a specific statute. 


The attorney general asserted 


the legal questions "cannot be con- 
sidered in a vacuum" but must be 
considered in the setting of war 
time labor conditions. 


He added that for the president 


to have followed "counsels of tim- 
idity' 'and waited until strikes had 
spread to other industries "would 
have been to show irresponsible 
hesitation at a time when our 
country's military effort, both in 
Europe and the Pacific, was ap- 
proaching a climax and xvhcn we 
aic icqulrcd to devote all of our 
domestic efforts to the support of 
our armies." 


Biddle said he justified using the 


War Disputes Act for seizing Uie 
properties on the ground that sec- 
tion ."? of that act. amending- the 
Selective Service Act, gives the 
piesident authority to take over 
property equipped for '•manufac- 
ture, production, or mining." 
He 


said Montgomery Ward clearly is 
engaged in "production^ in the 


nomic activities as storage, repair, 
maintenance, supply and distribu- 
tion. 


I'd von. Clarification 


He added that he did not be- 


lieve congress intended the word 
in a narrow and technical mean- 
ing. synonymous with "manufac- 
ture." However, he said no stat- 
ute designed to deal with wartime 
labor disputes should depend on 
-such technical distinctions and as- 
serted: 


"I am in favor of any changes 


that will make the meaning of the 
act clearer and remove doubts as 
to the application to particular sit- 
uations." 


Biddle denied he ever took the 


position that the president has un- 
limited power to seizn "any and all 
property" as some critics of seiz- 
ure have contended. 


"T did not make any of those 


arguments", Biddle said, addinjr 
however, that he ruled the Mont- 
gomery Ward plant was. necessary 
to the prosecuton of the war and 
that on thin 
basis only wa.s it 


susceptible to seizure. 


Asseiting that his' positions In 


the case "has been widely misin- 
terpreted". he contended the basis 
for his action was: 


"No business or property that 


is essential to the conduct of the 
war is nr.rr.unc from the excrci.se 
of that power, subject to the re- 
quirement of fair 
compensation 


imposed by the fifth amendment".

black markets in food and cloth- 
ng as well as in liquor. 


Here as m every pinched land 


vartime scaicitics have created a 
ub rosa bargaining system which 
sees that those who have what it 
takes — money — can buy what 
hey want to eat and to wear. 


It would be easy to condemn 


this as ti vice of the wealthy, but 
the truth is that the poor nmn has 
us black market, loo. It just 
isn't as varied or costly. 


"All who c:m do so buy cloth- 


ing 
and 
food 
on 
the 
black 


market", a young Chelsea mother 
of three children said. "They may 
talk as if they didn't or wouldn't 
but generally everybody who gets 


chance buys M>melhmg m the 


black market". 


The black market here seems 


considerably more extensive than 
in the United.States. 


The average Briton actually has 


a devil of a time scraping 
to- 


gether a decent diet and enough 
clothes to keep up his empire look. 
Yet he pioudly says:

really not so bud at all". 


The truth of it is fairly grim, at 


least judged by American stand- 
ards.' The porter's wife in our 
block goes without breakfast, ev- 
ery morning so her husband can 
have more.

kep' up", she says. 


Judging from what is on sale at 


the typical neighborhood store th 
average Englishman's menu.con- 
sists largely of tea, .sugar, bread, 
jam, soups and potatoes—-starchy 
and high energy foods.

"EXCERPTS FROM A COVERED - . 


WAGON DIARY" ARE HEARD BY 


COUNTY HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


The Lee County Historical society met Monday night in the 


Loveland Community House. Edward W. VaUc, who succeeds Judge 
George C. Dixon as president of the society, presiding. He spoke of 
the need to record present day history by the society for future gen- 
erations. Looking forward to the meetings for next season. Mr. Vaile 
announced that Dr. Preston Bradley would come to Dixon ttb speaker 
on Lincoln's birthday. 


Mrs. Margaret Richards, speaker for the evening, gave a talk 


on "Excertps from a Covered Wagon Diary." The diary from which 
Mrs. Richards read was somewhat aged and faded.- The penmanship 
so fine and quaint in many places, it was necessary to use a mag- 
nifying glass ot decipher it. 


The diary, which is almost 100 years old and considered very 


valuable by the state, was written by Jefferson Blair. In present- 
ing this brief sketch of his history,

Claims Southern 
Girl as His Bride 


Mrs. Richards asked her audience 
to bear in mind that he was a boy 
of IS when he wrote this diary. 


Uncle Jeffaas, as he is known, 


was boin in Hamersville, O., and 
when he was quite a young lad his 
father passed 
away. Later his 


mother remarried and 'his step- 
father hired him out to a wagon- 
maker when he was but 12 years 
old. • He had little"schooling ex- 
cept what he acquired himself. He 
read and studied at night by can- 
dlelight and when he was IS years 
old ran away from home and the 
harsh stepfather, and made his 
way 'to Missouri. 


It was here he joined a wagon 


train bound for California during 
the gold rush in 1S50. He struck 
gold, bought a hotel in San Fran- 
cisco and remained there for 10 to 
1C years. Later this hotel was de- 
stroyed by fire, and he was again 
penniless. He returned to the 
mines and remained until he struck 
•gold a. second time, after which 
he returned to Illinois with what 
was considered in those days, a 
fortune. He settled in Eureka, 111., 
and established a private bank in 
that city, which he conducted for 
50 years. 


He was congressman on the 


Democratic ticket from his dis- 
trict for several terms. The pass, 
which he used in this connection, 
issued from Washington, is still 
among the family records. He was 
gieatly loved by all who knew him 
and was noted for his great char- 
ity. 


The first page of the diary was 


written in a camp 12 miles from 
Dyes Ferry on the Missouri river 
on May l.'lSoO. "Everything was 
declared in readiness and our wa- 
gon rolled out and crossed the 
river without any accident on the 
scene. Myself and Negro Joe join- 
ed the wagon which was m camp 
about a mile from the river.'' 


The writer told of each inci- 


dent during the day and of the 
companies that were traveling to 
the west, of the rain with wind 
from the north being cold and 
chilly, and of how the people were 
lefreshed and in good spirits fol- 
lowing camping at night and cat- 
ing of "food in style" cooked over 
a campfire. 


He also spoke of reaching Fort 


Laramie. . "The fort at a distance 
has beautiful appearance and can 
be seen 10 miles below on the prai- 
rie, but when you come up to it, 
it's appearance changes. Its build- 
ings arc composed principally of 
houses, built out of gods of grass, 
one story high, and covered with 
bush and prairie grass and earth. 
There arc but a few soldiers here 
a'- present. 
Here we heard from 


a number of our western friends 
who had started out some six to 
10 days ahead of us."

Here's a check list on how you'll 
be affected by the income tax 
simplification plan just approved 
by congress. 


1. What will it cost? 
If you're single, or married but 


childless, simplification may cost 
you something. 
For a single 


person of average means, this may 
run up to an additional S15 ,for 
the year. For an average child- 
less couple, it may run around 
S50. 


• However, this may be offset in 
many cases by the new standard 
deduction of "10 per cent of in- 
come (or S500 on income of more 
than 55,000). 


Couples with 
one child will 


come out about the same, aside 
from the deduction possibilities. 
Those with more than one depend-

payers: You can count any close 
relative, regardless of age, de- 
pendent for more than half his 
support 
during the year 
(pro- 


vided he doesn't have more than 
5500 of income). 


2. What must you do' about 


Uie tax this year? 


If you're paying on a declara- 


tion of estimated 194-1 tax, you 
must complete the remaining pay- 
ments in June, September and De- 
cember. ,You won't be penalized 
for underestimating if the error 
results from the change in the 
law. 
You may revise your esti- 


mate as late as next Jan. 15. 


If you're covered by withhold- 


ing of taxes from your pay, you 
can wait until next March for the 
news—good or bad. 


Remember that the other half 


of the uneancclcd portion of 1942- 
43 taxes comes due next March. 


The higher withholding rates, 


extending pay-as-you-go to cover 
income up to 55,000, will go into 
effect Jan. 1. 


0. What about tax blanks? 
For persons on wages or sala- 


ries up to S5.000, with less than 
5100 of other income, the plan 
will permit sending in the form 
provided by the employer showing 
the amount of earnings and how 
much was taken out for taxes 
The tax collector then will figure 
the tax, send a bill for any bal- 


ance, or make a refund if one Is 
duo. 
• 


Taxpayers- who aren't on regu- 


lar wages or salaries, or who have 
more -than S100 of additional in- 
come, 'or who make more than 
55.000. still will have to make 
yearly, estimates (in March) and 
say on them quasi'.-ri> dur.n^ the 
year. They also will have to file 
regular final tax returns which 
should be a. Jot simpler than in 
the past. 


Note: Working married couples 


no longer will be able to pick and 
choose m splitting their exemp- 
tions. 
Hereafter, on a joint re- 


turn the surtax exemption will be 
51.000; on separate returns. 5500 
each. 


4. What if you want to figure 


your own tax? 


You're welcome to do so. That 


part of simplification under which 
the collector mr-y .':~jre th« tax Is 
strictly optional. 


Furthermore, the standard de- 


duction is optional. 
If your de- 


ductions 
for 
charity, 
contribu- 


tions, taxes and interest total 
more than 10 per cent of your in- 
come, you can get the benefit by 
listing 
them 
on a regular 
tax 


blank. 


5. What if your status changes 


during the year? 


If you have a child at any time- 


up to the last minute of Dec. 31. 
that counts for the whole year. 
This could result in a lot of re- 
funds. 


Also, if your wife or a depend- 


ent dies during the year, the ex- 
emption holds for Uie entire year. 


Marital status otherwise Is de- 


termined as of Dec. 31.
